Baccalaureate Sermon Preached 
by Dr RO, Flinn, 


Senior Class Attends, Dressed 
for First Time in Caps and 
Gowns--“Remember This, and 
Show Yourselves Men,” Text 
of the Pastor. 


Georgia Tech’s commencement week 
was ushered in yesterday morning by 
the annual baccalaureate services in 
the North Avenue church, Rev. Rich- 
ard Orme Flinn delivered the sermon, 
taking his text from the appropriate 
passage in Isaiah, “Remember this and 
show yourselves men.” 

The entire senior class attended, 
ite members made an attractive 
ture as, dressed in their caps 
gowns, they filed down the aisles 
took the front seats reserved 
them. 
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Appeal for Manliness. 

The pastor’s admonition the 
graduates was a simple, straightfor- 
ward appeal for manliness, and all 
that the word implies. He reviewed the 
circumstances surrounding Isaiah’s use 
of the phrase “Show yourselves men,” 
stating that he had so admonished the 
Israelites after they had again and 
again forsaken Jehovah for the wor- 
ship of Baal, with all the attending 
sensual rites of that cult. The prophet’s 
appeal for manliness meant the exact 
opposite of all the selfish indulgencies 
for which the Israelites had forsaken 
the true God. 

“This appeal has a larger applica- 
tion,” continued Mr. Flinn. “To you 
young men it is especially significant. 
You-are now supposed to be equipped 
for the battle with the world. Tech- 
nically, you ‘are equipped. But what 
place are you going to take in the 
great army? 

“The world of today is a place of 
great opportunities. You may become 
practically anything you please, You 
may atttain wealth, power or ‘learn- 
ing. But, hear me, not one of these 
things will suffice if you fail to show 
yourselves men.” 

The world not only demands that a 
man shall play fair, but also that he 
ghall play hard, continued Mr. Flinn. 
“You must not only Keep in the game 
every minute, but you must buck the 
line with all your strength. 

“You must also guard against the 
present-day danger of taking short 
cuts to gain your ends, forgetting your 
duty to man and God.” 

Christ, the Perfect Man. . 

The pastor spoke of Christ, the per- 
fect man, and called attention to His 
continual communion with God. Com- 
munion with God, he said, is the great- 
est and most necessary help a young 
man can have in his battle with the 
world.

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The Resolution Will Come Up 
in the Senate Today 


Tuesday the Fight Over Reci- 
procity Will Be Begun--House 
Democrats Will Make a De- 
termined Effort to Defeat the 
Root Amendment. 


Washington, June i1.—Opening of 
the fight on the Canadian reciprocity 
bill on the floor of the senate Tues- 
day with house democratic leaders 
urging the senate to defeat the Root 
amendment to the paper schedule; vote 
in the senate tomorrow on the pop- 
ular election of senators bill; resump- 
tion of the woo! tarif— revision debate 
in the house Tuesday—this is the 
week's program of congress. 

Several conferences are figured on, 
including a caucus of democrats in 
the house Wednesday night to consid- 
er extension of the legislative program 
and a meeting of republican senators 
Tuesday to Tevise the list of senate 
employees. House investigating com- 
mittees will continue their work. 

Meantime there is much speculation 
as to the probability of adjournment, 
which Senator Smoot and some others 
predict as early as July while 
democratic leader Underwood says, “if 
the extra session continues until late 
summer or autumn,” a more compre- 
hensive scheme of tariff revision will 
be proceeded with by the house. 

Early action on the reciprocity bill, 
hoped for by the president, seems un- 
likely unless the Root amendment, 
which has been objected to as fatal 
to the agreement, is defeated. 


To Fight Root Amendment. 


Mr. Underwood and other democrats 
who oppose the Root amendment now 
propose to exert all the influence they 
can ‘to prevent favorable action on the 
amendment so it will be unnecessary 
for the bill to be re-referred to the 
lower branch of congress. 

Word from the Senate finance com- 
mittee that it has practically wound 
up its business for the extra session 
has reached the house. Democratic 
representatives are apvut convinced 
the senate cOmmittee will not pass 
upon any of their .tariff legislative 
bills, the free list and woo) bills and 
one yet to°come, probably a revised 
cotton schedule upon which a house 
subcemmittee of the ways and mefins 
committee is now working. 

Whether the democrats of the ways 
and means committee will take up re- 
vision of any other schedules, such as 
sugar and steel, will depend; of course, 
upon the length of the session. 

“There is a probability we will un- 
dertake to revise other schedules after 
we have passed the wool bill and draft- 
ed a cotton bill,” said Mr. Underwood, 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, today. “I¢ the session continues 
until late into the summer or into the 
fall, we might as well go ahead with 
our tariff program. After cotton, sugar 


and steel schedules would naturally be 
discussed. 

“But if the sénate is going to ge 
through with reciprocity aaa Rees to 
take any action on the farmers’ free 
list and the woolen schedules, then a 
recess probably would be welcome, and 
our legislation would go over until 
next session.” 


Stone Serves Notive. 


Because of*the attitude of the sen- 
ate finance committee toward the 
house tariff bills, Senator Stone, back- 
ed by other democrats, has served no- 
tice that. after waiting a reasonable 
time far the committee to act, motions 
will be made to have it discharged 
from bills referred to it, such as the 
free list bill and. the wool bill, which 
will go to it as soon as it goes over 
from the house. These would force dis- 
cussion On, these measures to the front 
and disposition of them might be made, 
but not without Prolonged discussion. 

In the senate tomorrow the bill pro- 
viding for the popular election of 
United States senators by amendment 
to the constitution will, b& voted on, 
June 12, having been agreed upon 
some time ago as the day to complete 
the work on that measure. Indications 
point strongly to its passage by the 
necessary two-thirds majority. At the 
last session a similar measure almost 
secured the necessary two-thirds.

New York, June 11.—A survey of the 
territory over which the ele-

Losses aggregating more thar $100,- 
000 were caused by fires set by light- 
ning strokes. 
000 damage was done at Flushing, L. IL., 
where 25,000 men and women were 
within a big inclosure witnessing a so- 
ciety circus. Twelve large tents were 
leveled by the wind, and in the stam- 
pede which followed six women were 
trampled and taken to the hospital. 

At Coney Island tents and shacks 
erected on the site of the recent fire 
were blown down, and some whirled out 
te sea. At Paterson, N. J., 200 big trees 
were uprooted, carrying down with 
them electric light and#trolley wires, 
leaving the city without light or car 
service for several hours.

ed in breaking all heat records for the 
month of June for several years past. 


Thermometers in various. sections of 
the city Sunday .registered anywhere 
from. 90 to 102 in the shade, and with 
no breeze stirring during the day,. and, 
with worlds. of humidity hanging 
around foose, there is ample ground for 
the belief that 102 was nearer the cor- 
rect figure than 90.

At the meeting of the general coun- 
cil next Monday hfternoam there will 
probably be introduced and adopted a 
resolution calling for an amendment to 
the city charter reducing the number 
of councilmen and aldermen and boar 
members, and this resolution will 
probably be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance to be adopted after the city 
charter is amended which will show 
in detail how the present city govern- 
ment may be changed and improved. 

The action of council will be in 
keeping with the suggestions made by 
The Constitution Sunday morning, 
those behind the movement believing 
the present civic government to be far 
superior to any commission plan and 
that with certain changes it can be 
so improved as to meet all public de- 
mands, \ 

Have Been Prepared. — 

Councilman Aldine Chambers and 
other members of council associated 
with him, prepared a charter amend- 
ment resolution and ordinance along 
the lines stated above for the purposé 
of introducing them at the last meet- 
ing of council, but action was deferred 
in order that the papers might” be 
further perfected.

The Changes Proposed. 

The changes proposed, and which 
are embodied in the resolutions and. 
ordinance prepared by Councilman 
Chambers, will reduce the city council 
from twenty to ten members, one from 
each ward instead of two, and the 
aldermanic board from ten ward mem- 
berg to five from the city-at-large. In. 
regard to the city boards it is proposed 
to cut them all from twelve members 
to seven or six. As now constituted 
there is a board member ffom each 
ward, making ten, with the mayor and 
a councilman added. Under the new 
plan there will be one board member 
from each of five board districts with 
the mayor and a councilman, or prob- 
ably only the mayor added. It is also 
proposed to make the board of educa- 
tion a municipal body separate and 
apart from the city council. 

What Resolution May State. 

It is said that the resolution to be 
introduced in council will state that 
“Atlanta’s city government is mpdeled 
after that of the national government. 
and of the government of nearly every 
state in the union, having a higher and 
a lower legislative body and an exec- 
utive, and that such a form of goveru- 
ment has stood the test of many years, — 
being based, on the wisest 
plan possible, and that the only fault 
with it lies in its having beén allowed 
to become too unwieldly through tee 
much ward-line poltics.” 

“To sum it up, states an alderman, 
“what we want to do is to follow the

~ New Orleans, June 11.—The weather 
will still be the main factor in the cot- 
ton market this week. Uniess rain 
falls today in the cotton belt, and the 
forecast yesterday hardly admitted of 
such a possibility, the market is g0- 
ing to open for the new week with the 
drouthy conditiong of the iast few 
weeks intensified. 

This week, unless rain falls quite 
generally over the belt in the early 
_part of it, will be a critical period for 
the crop. Advices from the belt are 
to the effect that the plant is back- 
ward and has stopped growing in a 
great many localities. 

More dry weather and high tempera- 
tures on top of this wil mean disaster, 
and it will be impossible to hold prices 
down with such conditions prevailing. 

If rains should fall, prices will break. 
The market is beginning to get loaded 
up with an extensive long interest in 
» the new crop months, and this interest 
may readily be put on the run. Any- 
thing like good rains will result in 
general liquidation. 

It will take developments out of the 

ordinary to scare up fresh interest in 
the old crops. They have apparently 
fallen into the hands of a few profes- 
sional traders of great capital, and the 
gossip of the market in connection 
with them will be chiefiy in relation 
to the amount of tenders that the bulls 
will have to take, 
“ The marketing of the first bale of the 
new crop last week caused hop to run 
high among the bears; som. circular 
writers on the week:end made much 
of this feature, and yredicted a free 
movemnt of new co.ton by the nd of 
Juiy. Anything tending to verify this 
Claim wvV’ naturaily weaken the old 
crops. 

Ever,thing seems to point to nothing 
but a weather market in the near fu- 
ture, and in such a market he. who 
guesses the weather guesses the course 
of prices. 

Cotten Outlook Good in Alabama, 


Montgomery, Ala., vune 11.—Reports 
to The Advertiser from practically 
every county in the state show the 
present condition of the cotton crop | 
to be about 5 per cent better than 
normal, and from 6 to 100 per cent bet- 
ter than it was this time last year. Ag 
a general thing the crop has been 
worked out twice everywhere except 
in the extreme northern counties, and 
in the southern portion of the state it 
has been worked three and four 
times. It is free from grags, the plant 
is strong and healthy, in only few 
places being infected with lice or oth- 
er bugs, and is growing nicely. 

The weather has been dry and hot 
generally over the state for the past 
two weeks, which with cool nights, 
has advanced the crop in its growth 
There are some complaints of the 
drouth, but it has not yet affected cot- 
ton. 

Blooms are fast coming in up to the 
middle of the state, and in the boll 
weevil belt little or no movement of 
that pest has been noted. < 

Oats have been harvested and 
crop is better than was expected. 

Corn is suffering for rain. The acre- 
age is far larger than ever before 
known.

Increase in Acreage. 
New Orleans, June 11.—The Times-

‘OLD MONITOR PURITAN 
TO BF. SOLD FOR $12,200 


Cost Government Over $3,000,- 
000 and Was Shot to Pieces 
to Test Explosives. . 


Washington, June 11.—Worthless ex- 
cept as junk, the old monitor Puritan, 
which was sunk recently in Hampton 
Roads by a high explosive test and 
subsequentiy raised, will be sold to 
the highest bidder, if the recommenda- 
tion of an examining board to the 
navy department is adopted. The board 
found that the cost of repairing the 
vessel, even to make her serviceable 
for use of the naval militia, woutfd be 
excessive, and fecommended that she 
be sold, a maximum valuation of 
$12,200 being fixed. ‘ 

The Puritan, built about twenty 
years ago, was regarded as one of the 
most powerful coast defense vessels in 
the world, She cost the government 
$3,395,455, or nearly as much as the 
great battleship Delaware, exclusive of 
her armor or armament. The Puritan's 
only active service was during the 
Spanish-American war, with the moni- 
tor fleet which operated in West In- 
dian waters without notable result.

LESS THAN 200 PERSONS 
KILLED BY EARTHQUAKE 


Mexico City, June 11.—With the ex- 
ception of the capital, Zapetlan, Jalis- 
co, is the town which suffered most 
severely as the result of the earth- 
quake of last Wednesday. Reports re- 
ceived today and based on official data 
place the number of dead there at 43. 
Three times that number were injur- 
ed. The number of houses totally de- 
stroyed is placed at 119, though more 
than 1,000 were damaged, including a 
mumber of churches. A few of theses 
were so badly damaged that they have 
closed. A great majority of the build- 
ings affected were worth but little. 

Allowing for later reports which 
may extend the death list somewhat, 
especially from the villages of Tonala 
and Sanandres, it now appears certain 
that the total number of dead in the 
republic as the result of the earth- 
quake will be considerably less than 
200. The Known dead today are less 
than 125.

With the passing of Carrie Nation, in Leavenworth, Kans., the 
country loses one of its most picturesque characters. ° From the time 
the vigorous Kansas woman smashed. her first saloon, until she 
wound up her career by hectoring the students at Harvard from the 
chapel steps, she has been one of those unique national figures to 
whom the country turned for diversion, and whom a good many 
people believed in as earnest and aspiring. 

In a sense, her success and notoriety shed a strange side-light 
on the psychology of the American people’ Be sufficiently bi- 
zatre and spectacular, and you get a crowd. ‘The plays we pa- 
tronize, the books we read, testify to that fact.

TALKING THEMSELVES, NOT RECIPROCITY, 
TO DEATH. 


The Providence (R. I.) Bulletin deprecates the making of po- 
litical capital by endless debate in house and senate on issues, the 
fate of which is already tolerably well settled, and thus sizes up 
the status with regard to Canadian reciprocity: : 


Undoubtedly a hope exists in the minds of the opponents of reciprocity 
that the bill may be talked to death. A multitude of amendments are certain 
to be offered, and if it be possible to pass any of them the bill must gO back 
to the house, with consequent delay. The assertion is still made that the meas- 
ure will certainly be passed in the end, but the longer the end is deferred the 
more chance there is of ultimate failure. It will require steady pressure from 
the president and good management in the senate to secure the final triumph. 
Meantime the country, impatient to see adopted a freer policy of trade with 
Canada, can only sit back wearily and wait for the talkers to have their say. 


Our contemporary passed these remarks before the situation 
became sufficiently clarified to: show that reciprocity’s chances, 
unamended, are being considerably enhanced in the senate. But 
as the pact is not yet law, misgivings have a certain pertinence. 

As The Constitution indicated the other day, the persons chief- 
ly to be injured by the emasculation of reciprocity—are the poli- 
ticians of either party responsible therefor. : 

Sooner or later, in some guise or another, we will have a meas- 
ure of reciprocity with Canada, All the obstructionists can do 
is to postpone it. They may, as The Bulletin fears, talk the pres- 
ent bill to death. 

But they will also—be talking to death their own political 
reputations. The republican insurgents seem to be the pivot upon 
which the decision turns. The sooner they realize the situation 
in all its menace, to them—the better it will be for republican pres- 
tige, already sadly tattered and demoralized.

tion of new jails. 

Dr. Oates also reported on the Tus- 
caloosa colinty jail, located at Tusca- 
loosa, and the Morgan county jail, lo- 
cated at Decatur. The prison inspector 
recommended that certain improve- 
ments be made within the near future.

“FIVE FINAL TRUTHS” 
SUBJECT OF SERMON 


Occurrence of Word ‘“Final’’ 
Used by Dr. Ogden for 
Helpful Message. 


“Five Final Truths” was the subject 
of a very helpful and appropriate ser- 
mon Sunday night by Dr. Dunbar Og- 
den, pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church. He took the word “final” as it 
appears in Paul’s letters, and once as 
used by Peter. 

“Paul exhorted the Thesalonians to 
prayer, and today it is as needful as 
then,” said Dr. Ogden. “In fact, it may 
be said to be our deepest need. We 
have much spiritual activity and fre- 
quent religious meditation; but prayer 
is the dynamic that brings into our 
lives eternal forces.” 

The next two truths were taken from 
Paul’s letter to the Philippians, in which 
he exhorted them to rejoice and think. 
Joy and thoughtfulness are not at war, 
said Dr. Ogden. The exact opposite is 
true. Real joy springs from the depths 
of the soul. Many of us talk, but few 
think, Dr. Ogden said. He stressed the 
need in our daily lives of loftiness and 
purity of thought. 

“Finally, my brethren, be strong,” 

wrote Paul to the Ephesians. The great 
apostle did not mean _ strength in 
themselves, Dr. Ogden pointed out, but 
strength in the Lord. The Latin word 
implies progress, aS well as possession, 
and the call to be “made powerful” is 
an inspiring one in the midst of human 
weaknesses. 
The last of the five truths was taken 
from Peter’s exhortation to be united 
in a holy and Christian love, in his 
beautiful and impressive summing up 
of the Christian’s conduct toward his 
fellow men.

He violates every rule pertaining to 
balks and the umpires of the league allow every one of them to get away 
with it. This is one reason that the base stealing of the Southern League 
is also below par in comparison with that of other leagues. 

The rules specifically state that a pitcher must stand with both feet on 
the rubber when no one is on base. How many twirlers do you see do that?. 
Take, for example, the pitching of Campbell on Saturday. On every ball he 
pitched to the plate he made a balk. Not only that, but his throws to first 
were balks in every sense of the world. 

Not only is this first, fundamental balk rule violated, but every other rule 
regarding a balk. Why can’t it be stopped? For the simple reason that the 
umpires will not stop it. When you ask one of them why, they say: “I can’t 
stop him, all of them do it,” and there you are. 

It’s strictly up to Judge Kavanaugh to make his umpires enforce the balk 
rule more stringently. If he does, thére will be lots more stolen bases, 
which is one of the features of baseball. |

The open-air pageant holds the day 
as the model form of entertainment.

The Hungarian maids, sixteen in 
number, between the ages of 8 and 12, 
led the march clad in costumes cream 
tinted, with yellow boleros, red sashes 
with yellow stripes, and striping of red 
and yellow on the full skirts, and tiny 
caps of the same colors resting on 
their heads. 

Twelve Tyrolian girls followed, mak- 

ing a sharp contrast with their full 
green skirts, white blouses and black 
girdles, with queer little straw hats 
dorned with green. 
Nine French maids in delicately 
tinted pink and blue frocks were third 
in the brilliant array, coquetish little 
caps and aprons completed the dainty 
costumes.

“Mamma” may wear a 
small hat on the toque order,» conserv- 
atively trimmed, while daughter would 
wear a wide leaf effect, taking four 
times the amount of braid or other 
material, and elaborately trimmed, but 
she would be astonished if she were 
asked four times the price. 

A gentleman called or his tailor re- 
ently and ordered a suit of clothes 
which was to cost him $65. After the 
“try on’ he asked the tailor what he 
would charge him for a suit of the 
same material for his boy, who was 
only 14 years of age. The tailor 
thought a moment and then replied, 
“Well, if your boy is only 14, I'll make 
him a suit like yours for $40.’ 

The next day the father and son 
appeared; the “boy’’ was only 14 years 
old, but he weighed 200 pounds and 
was 6 feet tall. It took twice the 
amount of material to make . the 
“boy’s” suit that it did the father’s. 
The tailor, of course, expostulated. 
This boy was a man in size, but the 
parent insisted that .he was a boy 
nevertheless, and he did not propose to 
pay the same price for a “boy’s suit” 
as he did for his own. 

This is the kind of trouble experi- 
enced in all lines of misses’ and chil- 
dren’s goods. A woman will pay $40 
for a hat for herself, but when it comes 
to buying a hat for her daughter she 
haggles and quibbles over the. price. 
She expects the best, the same style 
and material as in her own hat, but 
refuses to pay the same price because 
it is a child’s hat. 

The milliner has to use as much, if 
not more, material in making the 
daughter’s hat. She uses the same 
amount of brain matter in désigning 
the style and the same artistic taste 
in blending colors or adjusting trim- 
mings. These are tuckings and shir- 
rings, flutings and crimpings that take 
time, yet the price is objected to be- 
cause it is a_child’s hat. 

If the parent wants a hat that will 
not exceed a certain price, then she 
should, select a style within her price 
limit, allowing the milliner a fair 
profit 6n her work, not expecting her 
to lose money on the order because the 
parent thinks a child’s hat should not 
cost as much as her own. 

Milliners should impress the fact 
upon their customers that it costs as 
much (if not more): to make a child’s 
hat as that of an adult and the price, 
if material warrants, should be the 
same (or more) as the size, material 
and trimming dictate-—-The Millinery 
Trade Review.

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JUNE ON THE FARM. 

June is not much of a planting 
month, although late corn may 
planted after wheat and oats. For this 
the land should be well prepared as if 
for spring planting, except that the 
corn should rather be planted in deep, 
broad furrows and covered two inches 
deep with mellow soil. If the preceding 
crop of wheat or cats was well ferti- 
lized and made a good yield a very 
light application of quickly available 
fertilizer may be applied, especially 
nitrate of soda. A very good plan is 
to plant alternate rows of corn and 
peas, the rows laid 3 feet apart. 

Juné is the elect time for planting 
cowpeas and soybeans, so as to ma- 
ture and be ready for the mower in 
September, when but little rain may be 
éxpected, but plenty of hot sunshine 
and heavy dews. This is a point not 
thought. of by many farmers, to-wit: 
So timing the planting that the hay- 
making will come off in September or 
October—the two of the best months 
of the year for curing hay. In passing, 
I take occasion to advise the planting 
of soybeans after small grain for fo- 
rage or hay, and also for seed, for the 
latter are quite expensive and should 
be produced at home. I planted soy- 
beans (Japan clover) forty-odd years 
ago and was much pleased with the 
result, go far as the production of 
hay was concerned, but my hogs rath- 
er “turned up their noses” at the dry 
beans scattered over the ground, for 
if left to ripen thoroughly on the 
stalks the pods will pop open like so 
many touch-me-nots. 


Of course, the up-to-date-farmer will} 


plant every nook and corner (that 
would otherwise be vacant) in peas and 
soybeans. Somecne suggests the ex- 
cellent idea of planting long slips in 
the cotton rows with soybeans. This 
would be a good way to make a supply 
of seed for next year. 

Of course, the plows will be Kept 
going in the cotton fields throughout 
the month and into July. 

Potato slips, preferably cut vines, 
put out in June will have ample time 
in which to make a good yield before 
frost, especially such early varieties 
as Nancy Hall). Gardeners will stick a 
pin here also. 


JUNE IN THE GARDEN. 

Be careful to clean off the stalks and 
vines of matured crops and dump the 
same on the compost heap to rot and 
make htuumus for next year. In the 
case of cabbages that have been -af- 
fected with fungus disease—such as 
black root or (black rot) I believe it 
would be safer to haul off every ves- 
tige of the remaining plants to “the 
woods” or some distant field where the 
milch cows may not get them and thus

Can you tell me what the trouble is 
ang a remedy? 

I have been advised to cut her tail 
off but hate to do that unless it is 
ho gpd Will appreciate your ad- 
rice. 

Answer—The ailment is probably 
what is known as “paraplegia” or pa- 
ralysis of the hind parts, the cause of 
which is not known, but probably due 
to chilling. It usually affects the en- 
tire hind parts and comes al) at once, 
but in some instances it may be pro- 
gressive, commencing with loss of vol- 
untary motion and feeling of the tail, 
and finally to complete paralysis of 
the hind limbs. Give a purge of 
Glauber salts, say 1 pound dissolved 
in half gallon of cold water. Also give 
l to 2 grain doses of strychnine twice 
a day. Rub spirits of turpentine into 
the skin along the rear parts of the 
Spine and then rub in mustard paste. 
I do not advise cutting off the tail. 


“SUCKING” CORN. 

E. P. Cook, Gabbettsville, Ga.: I have 
twenty-five acres of bottom corn about 
Knee high that has two suckers to 
nearly every stalk. Would you advise 
pulling these suckers off? 

Answer—I certainly would “sucker” 
that corn at once. I am not prepared 
to say how much the sucking would 
damage the yield of corn, but I have 
no doubt whatever that the loss of 
grain would be greater, if suckers be 
permitted to remain than the value of 
the suckers as forage. 

The opportunity presents itself for 
some one to develop a variety of corn 
that will not throw out barren suck- 
ers. There is at least one variety of 
corn, to. wit, the so-called Brazilian 
flour corn, which sends up one or more 
secondary stalks, or tillers, and the 
latter bear ears of corn just as does 
the main stalk. If any of the Experi- 
ment Stations have investigated the 
subject of corn suckers, their effect on 
the yield of grain, I have not seen a 
report of such investigation. 


SUCKERS ON CORN. 

A. C. Gilmer, Sulligent, Ala.—As |] 
am a reader of The Tri-Weekly Con- 
stitution, and seeing your advice to 
farmers On various subjects, I ask 
you to please advise me what to 


do 
with some corn I have. The land it is 
growing on produced a bale 


ton 
land about 8 inches deep — 
of January; run the rows off. 
apart, 2 feet in- drill, double-furrowed 
and mixed 1,000 pounds of high-grade 
with 6 two-horse wagon loads of, sta-. 
ble manure; put out one-half of it in 
the drill and the other in the listing 
furrows. My corn was planted the 
17th of March, and is sucking very 
bad. I wish you ‘to advise me what 
would be the best thing to do to take 
the suckers off or to let them stay. 
The corn is now about waist high. I 
expect to use 50 pounds of nitrate of 
so on two acres. Please advise me 
when and how to apply it. 
Answer——My own experience and ob- 
servation confirm’s me in the opinion 
that the suckers injure the corn by 
diminishigg materially the yield of 
grain. Ido not recall any caretully 
conducted scientific experiments to de- 
termine the question as to whether 
and to what etxent suckers injure corn. 
White directing the Georgia exper!- 
ment station 1 observed during one 
season in a section of highly fertilized 
corn (planted early in May) that the 
suckers were very numerous indeed. I 
had the suckers removed from every 
stalk in each row excepting only one 
row. For some reason, now not recall- 
ed, the comparative yields of the suck- 
ered and the unsuckered rows were 
not secured; but the opnion gf the 
agriculturalist and my Own was that 
the row on which the suckers were 
not removed, yielded very much less, 
the difference being very manifest and 
unmistakable. My theory of suckers 
is that shallow covering of the plant- 
ing seed and very rich soil ¢high fer- 
tilizing tm the drill) are the conditions 
that are likely to induce the develop- 
ment of suckers. In applying 1,000 
unds of “high grade” and § two-horse 
oads of stable manure, you supplied 
one of the above conditions. Among 
the preventing conditions—to some ex- 
tent—are early “disting’’ the corn and 
planting three or four grains in a hill 
and not thinning until the plants are 
knee-high. Or nearly so. This latter 
device ave found to be the most 
practical means of preserving a stand 
against the attacks of cut-worms and 
bud-worms (diabrotica vittata). I am 
doubtful as to the expediency of ap- 
plying any nitrate of soda. I suggest 
that you at Jeast withhold it from 
some marked rows and note the fre- 
sult. If you shall apply it all, I sug- 
gest that it be done about June 20, 
sowing it broadcast just ahead of the 
cultivator, just after a good rain. 


IT IS CHEAT. 

W. U. Allman, Lealhermon, N. C.— 
Will you please tell me what the grass 
that is inclosed is, and will it make 
you hay? Some say it is cheat, but I 
don’t think so. Can I get the seed 
from a seed house? 

Answer: The grass sent is 
(Bromus Secalinus). It is sown to 
considerable* extent in Oregon and 
Washington for hay, but is generally 
considered a pest -wherever wheat is 
grown. It used to be a prevailing be- 
lief among farmers that wheat and 
other small grain would turn to cheat 
under certain conditions, but the su- 
perstition is just giving away. Cheat 
makes a fairly good hay, the chief 
objection to it as a hay grass being 
the fact that it is strictly an annual. 
It has the merit of being very hardy. 
Some seedsmen have heretofore sold 
the chess seed under the name of 
“Archie Grass,’’ for the reason, I pre- 
sume, that it would not sell under the 
mame of cheat. The name “Arctic” is 
more correctly applied to another spe- 
cies of the same grass with cheat, to- 
wit, Bromus’ unioloides—a valuable 
winter grass, and not in any sense a 
pest.

BUFFALO CLOVER. 

W. K. Best, Chatham, La—I am 
sending you a sample of clover which 
I find growing wild on terraces in the 
field. Our stock eat it greedily when 
cured for hay. Please tell me (through 
your paper) whether or not it has any 
value in crop rotation. 

Tell me also what variety of clover 
it is. I think it would do well in our 
locality, if you think it is worth fool- 
ing with. 


(1) COWPEAS OR THE GARDEN. (2) 
COWPEAS WITH COLLARDS. (3) 
COWPEAS IN ORCHARD. (4) 
RUTABAGA TURNIPS. 

Mrs. E. Lange, West Point, Ga—(1) 
I have a’small garden, or rather a part 
of the garden, which I want to plant in 
peas in order to tmprove the soil. What 
I want to know is this: Would it be 
better to plant in rows and cultivate 
or broadcast? What time is best to 
turn the vines under, after the peas are 
gathered dry, or when the vines are 
green? How many peas should I plant 
broadcast on a space of say 30x30 feet? 
(2) A part of this garden is a hill- 
side which I wish to plant in collards 
for winter use. Would it be an im-, 
provement to plant peas between the 
rows? Also, do you think it the proper 
thing to plant peas in the orghard to 

be turned under? * 

(3) Can you tell me the best time to 
sow rutabaga turnigis so that they will 
produce a crop of turnips? I can never 
get anything but tops. 1 mean this, of 
course, for winter use. What is the 
best fertilizer for them? . 

I was very much interested in your 
articles in The Constitution eon how 
to get rid of nut grass. I have almost 
achieved it in two months, but I would 
not like to tell you how much work it 
has been. 

Answer—(1) In a small area such 
as a garden or part of a garden, the 
question as to whether to sow broad- 
cast or ‘to sow in drills may be deter- 
mined as one of mere convenience, with 
reference to the implements at your 
command. If your main purpose is to 
improve the soil the vines should be 
turned under (if turned at all) when 
at the most luxuriant stage of growth, 
which will be when the vines are full 
of blooms and a few peas are ripe 
enough for the pot. 

A space 30x30 feet is just a little 
more than one-fiftieth of one acre. 1 
would say that one quart of sound 
peas sown broadcast would give a full 
Stand. One pint would sow it in rowa 
30 to 36 apart. But haven't you one or 
more cows? Or a horse? Then, cut 
the vines for hay, feed the hay to the 
animals and return the manure to the 
spot. That is the scientific and eco- 
nomical way. You thereby get the full 
food value of the crop as soon as fed 
and the plant food (or fertilizer) value 
of the manure—if all saved and re- 
turned to the soil—will be but little 
less than that of the pea vines turned 
under. Another good way is to turn 
cattle or hogs on the peas and thus 
graze them off, the cattle and hogs 
remaining on the plat day and night. 

(2) The peas sown between the 
rows of collards would be of no ad- 
vantage whatever.to the collards, but, 
on the contrary; would probably be a 
decided injury. Yes, plant peas in 
orchard, but it would be better to pas- 
ture them off with hogs rather than 
to attempt to turn them under. 

(3) Sow rutabagas from July 20 to 
August 10, according to rainfall sea- 
sons. Prepare the ground at once, and 
plow two to three times as deeply as 
possible between now and planting. 
You get “only tops,” in all’ probability, 
because you rely solely on animal 
manures (cattle and horse) when the 
great need of turnips is phosphoric 
acid and potash. A good formula for 
turnips is the following. 

(1) Acid phosphate, 16 per cent, 1,000 
pounds: (2) nitrate of soda, 600 pounds; 
(3) muriate of potash, 370° pounds. 
Apply from 1,000 to 2,000 pounds per 
acre. acording to the needs of the soil, 
applying 1 and 2 before planting and 
3 in two or more applications after 
plants come up. 


‘NOT APPLER OATS. 

J. D. Kaylor, Bawdon, Ga.—1l1.°* En- 
closed find two heads of oats which I 
bought the seed of for Appler. But, 
not knowing the Appler from any 
other variety, I want you to tell me 
what they are, as some say they are 
not the Appler. 

2. I have entered the state corn con- 
test in the state (Alabama). Have 
prepared my land and bedded on my 
fertilizer, 1,200 pounds per acre, accord- 
ing to your directions given to others. 
Corn is now knee high. I intend put- 
ting 100 pounds nitrate of soda per 
acre in two weeks and 200 pounds 
more at laying-by. What I want to 
know is, do you think sowing 1 bushel 
whipperwill peas per acre at laying- 
by time would cut my yield of corn 
any by using the nitrate of soda ap- 
plied at time peas were sown or in 
any other way. I have not noticed 
this question answered and I read and 
file your page. Thanking you in ad- 
vance for any advice you may give. 

Answer:—The heads of oats sent are 
not Appler oats, the latter when un- 


J ea grown Town for years at thi Goare> la 
: ment Station invariably contain- 


ed more or less of the taller-growing, 
black-grained oats like those you sent 
me. I rode over a large field of Appler 
Oats two days ago, growing in the 
vicinity of Griffin, but did not observe 
a single head of black oats. I intended 
to say that the eats grown by the 
Georgia Station for ten~years or more 
‘were all sold and distributed all over 
the south—from Maryland to Texas, at 
least—hence the prevalance of the 
mixed seed. I will add that the black 
oat is itself a good variety; else it 
would not persist so long. 


HAIRY VETCH IN SOUTH ALABAMA. 

T. A. Beard, Goshen, Ala.—iI want to 
know it hairy vetch has been grown 
as low down as south Alabama -.and 
with what result; where can the seed 
be bought and at what price. Also, 
how much seed will it take to plant 
an acre? In fact, would like to know 
all about hairy vetch—whether it 
would be good for pasture. 

Answer:—I cannot answer whether 
hairy vetch has been grown in south 
Alabama, but there is no climatic or 
soil reason why it should not succeed 
there. It’ is successfully grown in 
Florida and south Georgia. In fact, 
it is adapted for all parts of the coun- 
try—north and south—east and west. 
It is not the proper season to sow the 
seed now, but the early fall—say from 
September to November is the time 
It grows freely during warm spells 
throughout the winter, but makes its 
principal growth in March and April, 
blooming and producing .abundant seeg 
the latter part of May and upon dying 
—root and branch, coming up again 
from the self-sown seed after the early 
fall rains without amy attention. The 
plant is a twining and climbing vine 
and will grow as high, or higher, than 
any small grain would grow on same 
land, It makes qa good hay and good 
grazing. Seed are very high—from $7 
to $8 per bushel of 60 pounds. Forty 
to sixty pounds are sOWn per acre. 
Some sow the seeds at last plowing of 
cotton, but that is too early; better 
plow in at a special plowing in Sep- 
tember if to be sown in cotton field. 
Some sow with wheat, oats or rye, 30 
pounds of ‘vetch and half the usual 
amount of grain, and cut all together 
for hay. <Any regular seedman will 
supply seed in the fall. 


SOME HINTS FOR YOUNG HOG- 
RAISERS. 


Just a bit of the A B C’s of “Pork- 
ology” for new beginners. It seems as 
though there was enough written td 
make all experts in pig lore, but those 
who need it most read it least, pity 
‘tis; *tis true.” If all only read The 
Constitution and heeded its teachings, 
how we would thrive, and you would 
not need so often to repeat the story. 

If alfalfa raisers in the west can 
make pork for one cent per pound, and 
soy beans will make pork for three 
cents in Illinois, on $150. to $200 per 
acre land, what can wé make it for in 
the south with two or three crops per 
year on our cheap lands and with 
cheap labor? 

Buying pork and meats at eight or 
ten times what it would cost to raise 
it at home is simply making a present 
of our money to the dealers, railroads 
and western farmers, and robbing our 
soil of its riches and giving away the 
birthrights of our children by handing 
down to them our impoverished acres. 

So I say let us raise all our own 
meats. We can learn it as well as 
the west has. To start with hogs, 
buy the breed you like best; they will 
do best for you, and you will enjoy 
handling them much better. Buy the 
best thoroughbreds, not fancy priced, 
bred for fancy points, but good, honest, 
thrifty, pure-bred stock. I raise Berk- 
shires; I like thentr best. They mature 
at any age if well fed. They are good 
rustlers, nimble on foot, and take care 
of themselves well. The nose is short, 
but he gets there on all four feet just 
the same. They make more net weight 
of good, firm, fine-grained, salable 
meat than any other hog. They are 
the ham and bacon hog. They sell for 
more than any other hogs. When you 
get a good hog take good care of him; 
it pays well. 

Give him a warm, dry, clean bed; 
keep the trough clean and give plenty 
of pure, fresh water. I use round iron 
troughs, feeding five or six at once, so 
they cannot get feet in, or push one 
another away from the troughs easily. 
By all means feed regularly, and often 
if fattening. Feed only what they eat 
up clean at each time; do not. starve 
or overfeed them. Change the feed 
as often as you can; that is, give a 
variety to keep up the appetite. A 
succession of green crops for hogs to 
graze on, or to cut and feed (by soil- 
ing) will grow stock hogs far cheaper 
and much less labor than if penned up 
and fed on grains. 

Soy beans, cow and ®anada peas 
with oats, rye, peanuts, artichokes, 
alfalfa, clovers, tame grasses, cull ap- 
ples and other fruits in the summer; 
crimson and burr clovers, rye, vetch, 
wheat, oats, barley, turnips, beets, car- 
rots and potatoes are all valuable in 
the winter. In the far south, sweet 
potatoes, chufas, cassava and small po- 
tatoes are all valuable to grow and 
fatten his hogship, giving for’ forage 
a succession of green crops, either for 
grazing or soiling, as best suited for 
circumstances. 
I prefer not to bree gilts until a 
year old although some breed at 
nine or ten months. If our sows 
bring small litters, or poor pigs, badly 
marked, ete., we fatten ang consign 
them to the barrel. Selecting only the 
most promising young ones, and best 
performing old sows for breeding. A 
sow should be brought from the herd 
two weeks before farrowing and plac- 
ed in a smal! field by herself, fed mod- 
erately of cooling feeds, green stuff, 
bran, mashes, etc. After farrow ing 
the sow does not need much feed for 
twenty-four or thirty-six hours. Keep 
her quiet and give plenty of fresh wat- 
er, if very cold give warm water,: milk 
or slops, increasing the feed gradual- 
ly, giving bran. tankage, slops, blood, 
meal, ground oats, barley, rye with 
plenty of green stuff, roots, ete... Corn 
should be fed sparingly to sows with 
young pigs, it is too heating and dries 
up the flow of milk. We have found 
good tankage of/fine feed for making 
milk and growth. Wheat, brans, soy 
beans, oats, barley, rye, etc, are all 
good, but better by far if cooked. As 
soon as the pigs begin to eat they can 
be fed in a small pen by themselves, 
with an opening too small to admit the 
sow. This will soon release her from 
nursing to fat or breed and.make them 
independent. Keep. them growing 
from day to day if you want fine pigs 
and profit in pork. Make them fat in 
six or eight months. It does not pay 
to winter pork stock, and the meat is 
rarely profitable that is added after 
eight months of age. 4 

Do not make breeding stock very 
fat. The progeny will be poor, and it 
is liable to produce fatty degeneration 
and impotency, and is a waste of feed 
also. 

A hog stunted by starvation, or 
cloyed by over-feeding, is nearly 
worthless for profit. It seldom or nev- 
er’regains thé lost ground, and is un- 
profitable if it does. Feeding lice is 
very expensive. A concrete tank twelve 
inches deep, two-thirds filled with wa- 
ter with two per cent of kerosene or 
crude petroleum, or any good parasiti- 
cide (coal tax extract) added will keep 
them -free from lice or ticks. They 
will drink enough of it to expel many 
worms. Replenish as water wastes, or 
evaporates, and add fresh dope as 
needed. Wood ashes in*smali doses 
with the feed, also plenty of pulveriz- 
eq charcoal, are good for .them. Sait 
regularity as other stock, or put it 
where they can help themselvés as 
needed. One-fourth teaspoonfu] of So- 
cotra Aloes pulverized and given in 
feed when hungry will expel worms 
surely. Some breeders feed copperas 
also. : 

Pork for profit -should be grown 
mostly by grazing until two or three 
weeks before killing, then. feeding 
ground corn, or cooked meal, or.if not 
convenient to cook, corn baked a few 
days before feeding is nearly double 
the vaiue of dry corn for finishing and 
hardening up the fat. Green corn is a 
poor feed ang a very wasteful method 
of feeding. - 

, Corn and soy bean silage/is a fine 

feed for hogs, growing them rapidly 

and keeping them healthy and happy. 

If you want profits in pork keep con- 

tented and growing every day until 
they reach the slaughter house.

Largest Number of Warships 
of Dreadnought Class 
Assembled---The U. S. Battle- 
ship Delaware Will Be Most 
Powerful Vessel in Review. 


London, June 11. — The 
naval review by King George at Spit- 
head, June 24, two days after the cor-

assembled. Most 
will be units of the British navy, but 
the United States will be represented 
by the most powerful up-to-date bat- 
tleship participating in the review, 
the Delaware, which is considered in 
naval circles to typify thé latest ideas 
of battleship construction. 
Ten Dreadnoughts. 


There are to be no fewer than ten 
- battleships of the dreadnought class 
brought into line on the review day. 
These are the Colossus, Hercules, Nep- 
tune, St. Vincent, Collingwood, Van- 
guard, Bellrophon, Temoraire, Superb 
and Dreadnought. To these will be 
added four cruisers of the invincible 
class, the Indefatigable, the Invinci- 
ble, Inflexible and Indomitable. 

Germany is the only other nation to 
send a dreadnought. This will be the 
Von Der Tann, declared to be the fast- 
est warship in the world. 

The other foreign naval powers are 
sending vessels of the pre-dreadnought 
class, although in some instances they 
are of quite recent construction. 
France will be represented by the 
Denton, Japan by Kuosama, Austria 
by the Radetsky, Italy by the San 
Marco, Russia by the Rossiyn, Spain 
by the Reina Regente, Argentina by 
the Buenos Ayres, Chile by the Chaba- 
buco, Sweden by the Fylgia, Turkey by 
the Hamidich and China by the Hai- 
Chi; Denmark, Holland.and Norway 
are to be represented by small coast 
defense vessels. 

Moored in Lines. 

All the vessels will be moored in 
lines, supplemented by shorter lines 
for the torpedo boats and submarines. 
The boundaries of the review ground 
enclose an area of about 18 square 
miles. There will be present 170 Brit- 
ish war vessels of various types. 

The king and queen will pass 
through the lines on board the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert, which will 
be accompanied by two other royal 
yachts, the Alexandra I. and the Al- 
berta. On their passage their majesties 
will have on one side the representa- 
tive vessels of the foreign powers and 
some of the finest ships of the British 
navy. 

As the royal yacht approaches each 
vessel in the line a salute will be fired. 
and at the same time the shore bat- 
teries will join in the greeting.

The styles 
you women wear in Atlanta came from 
New York last week and New York 
Styles came from Paris the week be- 
fore and the styles of Paris came from 
hell. They tell me three men make the 
Styles for the women of the world and 
further that these men are moral 
rakes.

- - FIGHT REBATES 


Rebating in Alabama Causes 
a Stir---People Are Warned 
Against Rebating Agents. 


Montgomery, <Ala., June 11.—(Special.) 
The Alabama Insurance Bulletin for the 
month of May has just been issued by 
the state insurance department. The 
bulletin contains a number of notes of 
interest, including, among other items, 
a general classification of fire losses in 
the United States amounting to $5,000 
and over which were. reported during 
the money of May. According to this 
report, the loss from fires during the 
past month amounted to $14,709,820 for 
the United States, the number of fires 
reported being 324. 

The Bulletin calls attention to the 
fact that there is again considerable 
talk of rebating, both on life and fire 
lines. Quoting from the paragraph on 
this subject, The Bulletin has this to 
say: 

“If the agents do not work to break 
up this practice, it will in time break 
up their business. One or two of what 
seems to be flagrant cases are now un- 
der investigation by the department. 
Any agent who offers a rebate discounts 
the value of the protection he offers, 
and the prospective policyholder should 
at once becomes suspicious of the goods 
such agent has to sell.” 

Attention is also called to the fact in 
The Bulletin that Fire Marshal Lorrie 
Rice is at work on what appears to be 
three or four ugly fires in the northem 
part of the state, declaring that pros- 
pects are good for the conviction of all 
guilty persons. 

According to The Bulletin, the Ala- 
bama Fire Underwriters’ Association 
has returned to affiliation with the Na- 
tional Association of Local Fire Insur- 


ance Agents. The local association will 


be represented at the Buffale conven- 
tion by Captain R. F. Manley.
